N the Nineteenth, about Zin the Morning, our Advanc'd Guards began tg 
Match from. Ballibxrno, roward Athlone, and by g Bcat the Enemy into the 
Y Walls of the Town on this fide of the River, out of ſome Ditches they 
ſeem'd to difpute z our Men lodging themlclves in thole Ditches: We planted three 

1 Guns on the Fotd, on that {ide of Athlone toward Lanesborowph, and played all day on 

'T a Breaſt work the Enemy had abour it : Abour fix in the Morning our Cannon came 
up, and Nine Guns of Eighteen Pounders were drawn to a Bauery, raiſed between 
Icker and Athlone: This Night came up and joynfd us the Party ſent trom Ballibzrno 

{3 to Lanesburongh, under Command of the Lord Lisburn. 

| The 20%. at 5 in the Morning, the Battery was finiſh*d, and Nine Eighteen 
Pounders mounted , at Sthey began furiouſly to play on a Baſt:on that defended the 
Currain between the Dublin Gote and the River, and by 12 made a Breach the whole 

JF breadth of the Baſtion, on which they continued to play, to hinder the Enemy from 

& makingany work within the Breach. Abour 3 inthe Atrernoon, the General gave 

Orders for all rhings to be made ready, to Stor m thar part cf .the T own on this fide 

the River; wivich was put in Execution about five. He detach'd 500 Granadiers, ſu- 

ſaid by ſeveral Regiments of Foor, and a good Body of Horle, a Licutenanr of 

Camborn's Regiment Headed rhe firſt patty of Granadiers, who from under rhe co- 

| yer of a Hill, about 400 yards from the Town, advanc'd a good pace, and rhe 

'4 Licuicnant with that Party of Granadiers, came to the Breach, the Enemy Firing 

{1 briskly againſt them, all which hindered our Mens advancing, who without firing 
one Shot, came up to the Breach, and threw in their Granadoes, which lo frighted 
the Enemy, that they quicced their Wails, and fled ro the Bridge : Our Men got 0- 

- verthe Breach, purſued chem bravely, and poſlels*d themſelves ot che Church. The 
braye Brigadier Steward Commanded the Arracque.,as he did the Trenches che Night 
before, and purſued tne Enemy to the Bridge, with his Sword, hewing the Enemy, 
and the Men throwing Granadocs among them, killd a great rhany ; and great 
numbers to avoid the fury of our Souldiers, leaped intothe Shannon,and there periſh'd. 

Brigadier Steward was ſhot in the Right Arm, We loſt few Men in the Attack, 
and few wounded. The Encmies loſs is uncertain. We made a Lodgmient ar the Foot 

of the Bridge,where we covered our lclves with Tachines, and made a Work, And 0 
this Evening drew off our three Guns from the Ford, and the nine Giins from the 
Battery, into the Town. This Motning the eleven Guns, and three Morrars, left 
at Ballibxrno, were ſent for. In this Action all our Men behaved themſelves with 
great Reſolution and Bravery, tothe Gneral's grear ſatisfaftion. Licuetenant Col- . 
onel Kirk of Brigadier Villiers his Regiment, was ſhot dead by a Cannon Ball trdm the 
Caſtle, as he lay on a Hill to {ce the Aftion. | 

From Cork, of the 19th, they write that 1509 of the Army and Militia, with four 
Ficld Pieces of Cannon of 241, Ball, under the Command of the Lord Juſtice Cox, 
and Colonel Huftings, Marched towards Ballicloph, a Gariſon of the Enemis, and as 
the Letters came away, ſay, an Account came of ſome ACtion, and ſome Hundereds 
of the Enemics being kill*d : Bur the Particulars do nor tell us. 

The Militia has likewiſe been ſcouring the Bog of Aller, and have kill'd feyeral 
Raparces. fo 

This is what is worth notice;fince my Jaſt has come to the knowledge of.
